Is it legal for a city police officer to park 


a squad car on private property without 
the owner's 
permission to set up a 


speeding or radar check point? 


Officers are supposed to get permission 


from property owners whenever they park 
on private property to monitor speed, 
according to Police Chief Don Massey. 
However, officers are doing less radar 
work while sitting still these days, Massey 
said, because the department now owns 
sophisticated radar equipment which will 
operate while the police car is moving. 


"About 75 per cent of our radar work is 


now done while moving," Massey ex- 
plained. The new units, called MR-7 
Moving Radar, clock the speed of cars 
coming toward a moving squad car, but 
can also be used when police are parked. 
Massey said the department purchased the 
units, at a cost .of about $2,000 each 
beca.use of problems such as citizen misun- 
derstanding in operating stationary radar 
checks. The units have been in use in 
Corsicana less than a year, Massey said. 
They provide a digital read out of the speed 
clocked, and lock that reading in to the 
machine so that citizens can be shown the 
exact speed they were traveling. 
.. Is it true that if a person tells someone 
else that he is going to run for a public 
office that he has to designate his cam- 
paign manager and file it with the County 
Clerk? 


Yes, according to House Bill 4 passed by 


the last session of the State Legislature. 


County Clerk Clyve Riddels had the 


same question when the surge of early 
filings began this summer and he received 
the following information from Leroy 
Beck Jr. of the Election Division of the 
Secretary of State's Office: 


" 'Any candidate for nomination for or 


election to a county office and every 
political committee in any such election or 
in an election involving a county measure 
shall designate a campaign manager by 
written appointment to be filed with the 
county clerk of such county' (HB-4)....A 
'candidate' as defined in Article 14.01(b) 
((f Vernon's Election Code) is any person 
who has taken affirmative action for the 
purpose of seeking election to any public 
office. 


"An example of 'affirmative action' is a 


statement 
of definite 
intent 
and 


solicitation of support, through letters or 
other modes of communication, prior to a 
public announcement....'Other modes of 
communication' 
would 
include 


newspapers. 


"Any 
candidate who has taken af- 


firmative action for the purpose of seeking 
election to any public office without having 
first designated a campaign manager is 
subject to both civil and criminal 
penalties." 


Can you tell me why the proposed 


evaluation of a piece of property for school 
tax should be $1,900 more 
than the 


evaluation of the same piece of property 
for tax by the city o!Corsicana? Should the 
recipient of such a notice make an effort to 
have the evaluation reduced to the level ol 
the city evaluation? 


The last on-site evaluation of property 


for city taxes was done 11 years ago, in 
1964. The city's board of equalization has 
recommended to city commissioners in 
fact, that a new evaluation be made. 


The latest school valuation was done last 


year and should, therefore, reflect a more 
accurate fair market value. One way of 
determining whether your valuation is fair 
is by comparing it to those of the other 
comparable homes in the same neigh- 
borhood, according to school board 
president Maco Stewart. 


Stewart told Rotary club members last 


week that anyone who felt their taxes were 
unfair should go to the 
Board of 


Equalization and ask for an adjustment. 
"If the people next door to you have a 
house valued at $30,000 and yours is valued 
the same, then that's fair," he said, "but if 
yours is valued lower, at $20,000, then the 
other man's got a right to ask for an ad- 
justment." 


; I read 
that Commissioner Stroube 


'assigned his water company over to John 
Taylor. Mr. Taylor is an engineer for Mr. 
Stroube's water company. Has Mr. 
Stroube actually rid himself of his con- 
flict? 
' 


"Of course I have," City Commissioner 


H. R. Stroube Jr. says, "That's what I've 
been trying to do." 


Stroube says that he has not assigned, 


but sold the Purdon part of his Community 
Water Corp. to Taylor, effective Sept. 1. 


Stroube says the sale was made effective 


that date in order to make the bookkeeping 
transfer easier. The water 
purchase 


transfer from Stroube to Taylor was ap- 
proved at the Aug. 5 meeting of the city 
commission. 


City Attorney Glenn Stewart says the 


fact Taylbr is employed by Stroube 
"wouldn't necessarily mean Mr. Stroube 
necessarily retained any interest in the 
company. If he has actually removed 
himself from operating the company, il 
would be a sale in the same sense he had 
sold it to a stranger." 


Stewart said any conflict of interest 


would hinge on the relationship between 
Stroube and the new company and not on 
the fact Taylor is an employe in one 
operation. 


Action Line has received three inquiries

'Political motivation' rapped 
Phone rate hike tabled

Southwestern Bell's proposed 


rate increases were shelved 
Tuesday 
night 
following 


charges by Commissioner H. R. 
Stroube Jr. that some com- 
mission 
members 
are 


"politically motivated." 


And Stroube, whose adamant 


stand on the issue resulted in a 
unanimous vote to table the rate 
request, may not be voting 
when the telephone rate in- 
crease question is finally an- 
swered. 


Stroube declared that he will 


not vote on the 18.4 per cent 
average phone rate hike "if any 
'no1 votes are cast." 


His statement 
drew 
the 


response 
from 
Mayor Sue 


Youngblood: "Then I would say 
you're probably not going to 
vote Mr. Stroube." 


FOLLOWING A CALL by 


Mayor Youngblood for a motion 
of some kind regarding the 
increase, Stroube asked for the 
floor, prefacing his remarks by 
saying "I was hoping I wouldn't 
have to say this." 


He commented: "I've seen 


several requests for utility rates 
since I've been on the com- 
mission, and none of them have 
ever been turned down by the 
city. But... I for one, am tired of 
being one of the fall guys in 
these matters. It's easy to sit up 
here 
and 
be 
politically 


motivated and let someone else 
do the dirty work on these 
things — for jobs that have to be 
done. Especially when you 
know they're going to. get done 
anyway. So, this is my position: 
I'm not going to vote on this 
matter if there's any no vote 
cast." 


Mrs. Youngblood and Com- 


missioner R. A. Armistead both 
voted against an 11 per cent rate 
increase by Texas Power and 
Light last month. The increase 
passed. 


Mrs. Youngblood, figuring on 


the average rate of increase for 
businesses, said the increase 
would cost taxpayers an extra 
$240 monthly to pay the phone 
bill for the new city hall. 


As he had 
when TP&L 


requested 
its 
increase, 


Armistead 
questioned 
the 


figures used by Bell manager 
Jim Acker in requesting the 
rate increase. 


ARMISTEAD SAID THAT it 


seems that the utility com- 
panies 
"tell r two 
different 


stories," one' to city com- 
missions when they ask for rate 
increases 
and 
another 
to 


shareholders. 


"We heard for instance," 


Armistead said, about a month 
ago that another utility (TP&L) 
was in dire straits the last two 
or three months. But in today's 
Dallas News there is a story 
that that company declared 
again its very high, highest 
ever, dividend and the rate 
increase hasn't gone into effect

Specifically, 
Armistead 


challenged the Bell figure of 
1.59 per cent as its rate of return 
on its Corsicana investment. 


Armistead pointed out that 


this figure does not include the 
money the local office receives 
as its share of the long distance 
calls going into and out of 
Corsicana, as well as revenue 
received through other chan- 
nels not included among the, 
categories used in figuring the 
rate of return. 


ACKER, WHO AGREED with 


this, had earlier credited an 
unsteady money market and 
continuing inflation as reasons 
the increases are needed. Acker 
also linked profits 
to 
the 


American lifestyle, and said 
that 
Bell's 
continued 


profitability shows the company 
is continuing to provide more 
service from a fewer number of 
employes. 


Armistead said he "would 


have a hard time facing the bill 
payers and vote for these in- 
creases" after presenting the 
commission with information 
showing Bell's parent company, 
American 
Telephone 
And 


Telegraph, had increased its 
dividends as of its last report to 
the highest rate in its history. 


Armistead, 
whom 
Acker 


credited with "making some 
good points," noted that in the 
last 10 years AT&T's earnings 
per share had increased from 
$3.39 to $5.27; its dividends from 
$2 to $3.24 per share; and its 
book value from $37.06 to $61.21 
per share. 


Continuing to cite the yearly 


report for the past fiscal year, 
Armistead read that the Bell 
system was able to offer better 
earnings, dividends, customer 
service and jobs for its em- 
ployes than at any other time in 
its history. 


THE COMMISSIONER also 


remarked that dividends for the 
first two quarters of 1975 stand 
at 85 cents per quarter and that 
if this figure remains constant, 
yearly dividends per share will 
stand at $3.40, another new high 
for the company. 


"Fellow 
commissioners," 


Armistead said, "I just can't 
see voting an increase in rates 
to a company when it is making 
good money and paying the 
highest dividends it has ever 
paid." 


When Mrs. Youngblood called 


for a motion of some sort a 
second 
time, 
Commissioner 


Wayne Norris moved to table 
the matter after a silence of 
about 30 seconds. 


Prior to his tabling motion 


Norris observed it appeared 
everyone 
"is 
waiting for 


someone else to do something" 
and "We can't stay here all 
night." 


Calling 
the 
question 


something "we can't ignore," 
Norris offered a "defense" for 
the phone company prior to his 
motion by noting that Beaton 
Street has had a long history of 


chain stores who came to town 
only to leave later when they 
could no longer make sufficient 
profit, but that 
the phone 


company could not pick up and 
go. 


Acker, 
-who 
provided 


Armistead with the information 
which the commissioner used to 
raise his objections, had earlier 
cited skyrocketing costs, in- 
creased service demands and 
the low rate of return as reasons 
for seeking the increases. 


ACKER SAID THAT since the 


1971 review of the local Bell 
office which resulted in new 
rates for 1972, the company's 
overall taxes have been in- 
creased 10 per cent; key sup- 
plies have risen about 70 per 
cent and the company's local 
equipment 
investment 
has 


increased from $4,333,000 to 
$5,255,000. 


Acker said that statewide the 


company's 
per 
phone 
in- 


vestment has increased from 
$506 per phone in 1971 to $615 in 
1974. 


Saying 
that 
service 
and 


earnings are tied together, 
Acker 
said 
that 
adequate 


earnings provide "the 
cor- 


nerstone of quality service." 


The only speaker during the 


public hearing which preceded 
the commission's discussion 
was August Wendorf, 
who 


during the course of asking 
several questions recalled a 
time in 1958 when he was 
"nippin" and sippin' " with 
several Bell accountants who 
"let the curtain down" by 
telling him that the company 
keeps four sets of books. 


Recalling a far earlier time 


when telephones were first 
being 
introduced, 
Wendorf 


lamented the demise of per- 
sonal service. 


He pointed out that since the 


last rate request was granted 
from part of that investment 
being outside the city limits; 
and the depreciation rates used 
by the company are set by the 
Federal 
Communications 


Commission. 


Acker did not respond to 


Wendorf's allegation of four 
sets of books, nor did he answer 
Wendorf's 
question 
about 


whether the rate increase in- 
cludes coverap? for illegal 
political contributions. 


City to receive $136,000

Highway Dept. district officials 
to discuss preliminary plans for 
a traffic light at E. 1st and N. 
75; protected left turn signals 
and channelization at Highways 
31 and 75 and channelization 
and traffic light improvement 
at N. 24th and W. 2nd.

Oil City Iron Works 


get Texas marker 


An Official Texas Historical Marker for the Oil City Iron 


Works will be erected on Sept. 3, Nelson Ross, chairman of the 
Navarro County Historical Survey Committee, announced 
today. 


The marker will be placed at 819 S. 12th St. in Corsicana. Made 


of cast aluminum with Swedish steel effect, the marker 
measures 27 inches by 42 inches and is sponsored by the Navarro 
County Historical Society. 


ROSS SAID THE inscription on the marker will read: "This 


modern plant grew from the small machine shop and foundry 
started on this site in 1866 by John Winship (1826-86) to make 
parts for his cotton gin. He sold the operation in 1886 to 
businessmen Joseph Huey (1827-1904), James Garitty (1842- 
1925), and J. E. Whitselle (1851-1915), who named it the Cor- 
sicana Manufacturing Company. In 1898, the factory was leased 
to William Clarkson (1858-1941), a South Carolina native who 
came to Texas after the Civil War. He renamed it the Oil City 
Iron Works, because this area was then in the midst of an oil 
boom. He bought the company in 1908 and became president 
after it was incorporated in 1921. 


"IN ADDITION TO parts for cotton gins, the plant began 


making castings for the oil and building industries. It was 
converted to defense production during World War II (1941-45). 
When the importance of cotton declined here after the war, Oil 
City Iron Works diversified its operation to provide castings for 
the oil field, road building, farm machinery, and other in- 
dustries. In 1960 it pioneered in certain uses of ductile iron and 
today supplies major companies around the United States. With 
a workforce of 325, the plant now ranks among the three largest 
employers in Navarro County and in the top ten per cent of the 
nation's foundries. (1975)" 


Ross said the name and location of the marker will appear in 


the next edition of the "Guide to Official Texas Historical 
Markers," in order to stimulate tourist travel in this area, to 
arouse interest in historical tours, and to acquaint the people of 
this locale with their unique heritage.

Ballenger's

week that the program had been 
largely unproductive during its 
first two years of existence. 


Rushin did not 
challenge 


Ballenger's 
avowal 
of 
a 


"personality 
conflict," 


however, and Mrs. Youngblood 
had to warn the traffic director 
at one point to "keep per- 
sonalities out of this." 


Rushin, with an ever-raising 


voice, had just pointed out that 
two of the projects he had 
gained grant money for would 
"save $161,000 for the bond 
program, Mr. Ballenger." 


Rushin, answering an inquiry 


by Norris, said that Police chief 
Don Massey had been most 
helpful to him in trying to get 
the program underway, adding 
that "There were a number of 
times I stepped on his toes" 
because of the newness of the 
program. 


Saying that Massey had been 


"very big about it" at those 
times, Rushin added that, as far 
as the city manager was con- 
cerned, he had "not received 
much cooperation from that 


office." 


Mrs. 
Youngblood 
noted 


during the discussion that in the 
initial years of the program, 
Rushin had operated "without 
much cooperation from 
the 


commission." 


SHE SAID THAT Rushin had 


done an "excellent job" in 
traffic safety as well as in civil 
service and administration of 
the manpower program. 


Rushin's 
report 
showed 


$232,000 in approved project 
funding 
secured 
by 
his 


department during its 2% year 
history. 


In answer to 
Ballenger's 


statement of a week ago that his 
position as head of civil service 
and traffic safety (at a com- 
bined salary of $1,250 monthly) 
created 
dissension 
among 


department 
heads, 
Rushin 


replied that he "did not ask for 
the job. It was offered to me at a 
set salary." 


He also offered to give the 


civil service position (at $200 a 
month) to any of the depart- 
ment heads who wanted the job 
and 
who, 
according 
to 


Ballenger, were upset because 
of Rushin's two sources of in- 
come. 


In addition to the history and 


immediate future of his office 
presented in his report, Rushin 
said that he felt such traffic 
safety accomplishments as a 19 
per cent reduction in city traffic 
accidents should be given some 
weight in figuring the city 
budget. 


The hearing on Rushin's job 


future, open to the public at his 
request, followed a one hour 
executive session of the com- 
mission to discuss personnel 
and the pending collective 
bargaining lawsuits.

Corn crop 
still dry 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Dam- 


age to the corn crop in the up- 
per North Central states is con- 
tinuing, despite last week's 
long-needed rains, the Agricul- 
ture Department says. 


"Rains eased stresses in 


many parts of the corn belt 
during the week, but above-nor- 
mal temperatures kept topsoil 
moisture supplies short for 
much of the area," the depart- 
ment's weekly weather and 
crop bulletin said Tuesday. 


The department is counting 


on huge crops of wheat and 
corn to calm fears over rising 
food prices which may result 
from new grain sales to the So- 
viet Union. 


Corn is one of the main feed 


grains for animals that produce 
the meat that so heavily in- 
fluences U.S. families' 
food 


bills. If dry weather makes a 
severe dent in the corn harvest 
the effect would be felt in high- 
er prices at the grocery store. 


The department last week re- 


duced its estimate of the corn 
crop for the year by 196 million 
bushels. While the department's 
revised estimate of 5.85 billion 
bushels would still be a record 
harvest, agriculture officials in 
some states have said the fed- 
eral corn crop estimates for 
their states are overly optimis- 
tic. 


The department 
said the 


spring wheat harvest last week 
"made excellent progress as 
combining passed the one-third 
mark." The harvest of the 
much-larger winter wheat crop 
is 91 per cent complete. 


It also said, "prospects for 


this year's soybean crop are 
more encouraging as rain fell 
over much of the growing area 
... development of the crop 
continues ahead of 1974 and 
normal in most states." 
. The department also said 
that despite large crops ex- 
pected in the United States, 
droughts elsewhere are ex- 
pected to prevent world grain 
reserves from being rebuilt. 


The new projection placed 


the total at 103.3 million metric 
tons, an increase of only 3.7 
million tons over carryover 
stocks this June 30. A month 
ago, the department's Foreign 
Agriculture Circular had proj- 
ected stocks of 111.2 million 
tons for reserves.

it." 


Visibly shaken, he added, 


"We have a lot of people fish- 
ing in troubled waters. We have 


a lot of sick people." 


Alioto, who strolled through 


the seamy Tenderloin district 
at nightfall Tuesday, had said 
earlier that leaders of the 
strike faced arrest if they con- 
tinued to ignore a court order 
directing a return to work. 


"We are going into court and 


ask for a warrant of arrest or 
an appearance 
before that 


court," he said in a special ad- 
dress broadcast Tuesday night. 
Who would arrest the striking 
•policemen remained an unan- 
swered question. 


Alioto caucused with local la- 


bor leaders and members of 
the board of supervisors late 
into the evening, and board 
president Dianne Feinstein said 
they were awaiting a police re- 
sponse to an unspecified offer. 


But Gerald Crowley, head of 


the striking Police Officers As- 
sociation, said earlier that he 
held out little hope that the 
board would come up with an 
acceptable offer. He said the 
union had no plans to meet 
again with the board until later 
today. 


"All essential police services 


are being performed, and there 
is no existing present danger," 
the mayor assured the city's 
677,000 residents. He vowed 
that unless the strikers began 
reporting for work, "we are go- 
ing to begin dismissal proceed- 
ings against all of them." 


The strike by an estimated 90 


per cent of the 1,300 rank-and- 
file policemen in the 1,935-man 
department entered its second 
day 
without major 
traffic 


tieups or outbreaks of lawless- 
ness. Supervisory 
personnel 


continued to man telephones 
and keep about half the city's 
60 prowl cars on the streets. 


The possibility that the bells 


of cable cars would be stilled 
and fire protection severely 
curtailed also faced the city. 
Transit workers have set a 
midnight Thursday strike dead- 
line and firemen continued to 
take a strike vote of their own. 


Alioto said the city was 


adopting a "get-tough attitude" 
toward the strike and argued 
that San Francisco could not 
afford the $13 million price tag 


required by the police wage de- 
mands. 


He said, "We'll do whatever 


is necessary to vindicate our 
basic belief that policemen 
don't have the right to strike." 


The police walked off the job 


Monday after the supervisors 
approved a 6.5 per cent pay 
raise — half what police and 
firemen had demanded. The de- 
manded 13 per cent increase 
would boost salaries of rookies 
from $16,044 to $18,216 and 
those of captains from $25,944 
to $29,316.

[was hurt in the Nevada in- 
jcident Aug. 14 but that the 
^plane sustained some damage. 


Checks of the 240 Fills began 


two days ago and involve ultra- 
sonic examination of air seals 
in the engine compressors, the 
Air Force said. 


Altogether, the Air Force has 


nearly 400 Fills. 


Earlier this summer, the 


Navy grounded all of its 139 
F14 fighters, which use the 
same Pratt & Whitney engine 
as the Fill. 


Court order 
Longshoremen loading grain again 


GALVESTON, Tex. (AP) — 


Under a federal court order, 
longshoremen resumed loading 
U.S. grain today aboard a ship 
bound for the Soviet Union. 


Houston longshoremen had 


stopped loading wheat aboard a 
Yugoslav freighter, the Bo- 
sanka, in the Port of Houston 
late Monday, contending the 
sale of U.S. grain to the Soviet 
Union would cause domestic 
food prices to increase. 


U.S. District Court Judge 


James Noel granted the West 
Gulf Maritime Shippers Associ- 
ation a temporary restraining 
order Tuesday night after being 
told by lawyers for the Inter- 
national Longshoremen soci- 
ation (ILA) the workers "would 
not return without a court or- 
der." 


Noel then scheduled a hear- 


ing for today on the shippers' 
plea for a permanent injunction 
aimed at preventing future 
work stoppages involving the 
loading of grain purchased by 
the Soviet Union. 


ILA officials had said Tues- 


day their international head- 
quarters had said to halt load- 
ing such grain "until there is 
assurance the sale of this 
wheat would not be inimical to 
the American people." 


Noel's order applied to long- 


shoremen from Lake Charles, 
La., to Brownsville, Tex., but 
those in Houston were the only 
ones immediately affected. 


The shippers asked Noel to 


order the longshoremen to live 
up to the terms of their con- 
tract, which forbids work stop- 
pages. 


The Bosanka was loading 


part of the 1.2 million metric 
tons of grain Cargill Inc., Min- 
neapolis, is shipping to Russia 
under 1975 contracts. 


An attorney for the ILA here 


had said the no-work directive 
aimed at Soviet grain would re- 
main in effect "until there is 
assurance that the sale of this 
wheat would not be inimical to 
the American people." 


Willie Wells, the president of 


ILA Local 1273, said the dock 
workers also want to see that 
U.S. ships and the American 
seamen who sail them snare in 
transportation of the grain to 
Russia.

NEW ORLEANS (AP) - 


"You could have one hell of a 
mess with the grain piling up," 
said the dismayed director of 
the Port of New Orleans after 
longshoremen vowed to boycott 
grain sold to Russia. 


New Orleans is the nation's 


leading grain port. 


Port Director Edward Reed 


estimated Tuesday that at least 
3.3 million tons of the 11 million 
tons of grain sold to Russia 
thus far will pass through New 
Orleans, which handles nearly 
40 per cent of the nation's grain 
exports. 


But several big grain com- 


panies indicated Tuesday that 
grain bound for Russia won't 
start moving through New Or- 
leans until October. 


A spokesman for Continental 


Grain Co., which will supply 4.5 
million tons of corn and 1.1 mil- 
lion tons of barley under the 
latest Soviet agreements, said 
the company doesn't expect a 
shipment before October. Conti- 
nental operates a grain eleva- 
tor at Westwego.

President calls tour 'productive' 


ICarrillo free after indictment for theft 


VAIL, Colo. (AP) - Presi- 


dent Ford says his two-day 
swing through the Midwest was 
"productive, constructive and 
worthwhile" and he plans more 
public question-and-answer ses- 
sions to learn the views of the 
American people. 


Ford returned to this moun- 


tain resort Tuesday night after 
10 official and political appear- 
ances in Colorado, Iowa, Min- 
nesota and Illinois and told re- 
porters, "I'm ready to go again 
tomorrow." 


The President will play golf 


and tennis here four more days 
before starting back to Wash- 
ington on Sunday, stopping off 


at Libby Dam in Montana and 
in Chicago and Milwaukee. 


He planned to phone Secre- 


tary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger today to discuss final de- 
tails before Kissinger leaves 
tonight on another round of 
: Middle East diplomacy. Ford 
.said Tuesday: "We feel reason- 
'ably close to a settlement." 


Presidential Press Secretary 


Ron Nessen said Ford was de- 
lighted with a question-and-an- 
swer session Tuesday in Peo- 
ria, 111., where he appeared be- 
fore a regional White House 
conference on domestic issues. 


After a brief address, the 


President 
fielded 
questions 


from the audience of 750 for 
about 25 minutes — covering 
the economy, energy, civil 
rights and other matters. 


"The President thought the 


questioning went well," Nessen 
said. "He thought the questions 
reflected the concerns of the 
people in that area and he 
wants to continue this format in 
the future." 


The development prompted 


one White House aide to quip: 
"if it plays in Peoria ...," 
adopting a slogan made famous 
in the administration of Presi- 
dent Richard M. Nixon. 


Nessen reported that Ford 


thought the trip, although hec- 


tic at times, went well and that 
he was pleased 
with the 


crowds. 


Included were 23,000 persons 


who heard him praise the 
^American farmer in an address 
:'at the Iowa state fair in Des 
Moines and 33,000 who lined the 
streets in Pekin, 111., when the 
President arrived by motorcade 
to participate in the dedication 
of a library wing to the late 
Sen. Everett M. Dirksen, R-I11. 


But there was a relatively 


light turnout at the American 
Legion national convention in 
:Minneapolis Tuesday morning. 


I There were 50,000 Legion- 
naires, auxiliaries and their 


families in town, but only 7,500 
of the 9,000 seats in the Min- 
neapolis Civic Center were 
filled for the Ford speech. 


The strong anti-Communist 


legion often has voiced opposi- 
tion to Ford's policies on de- 
tente with Russia and his han- 
dling of the Vietnam war. 


The President tried to as- 


suage Legion concern by warn- 
ing the Soviet Union on two 
fronts. He said detente had to 
be a two-way street and "is not 
a license to fish in troubled wa- 
ters." And he said that he will 
ask for more strategic weapons 
if there is no new agreement on 
limiting nuclear arms.

WASHINGTON (AP) - For- 


mer President Richard M Nix- 
on says that if he is given pos- 
session of his presidential tape 
recordings he will "follow as 
generous a rule as possible" in 
making them public. 


But, he told lawyers in a de- 


position made public today, he 
reserves for himself and his 
family the right to decide what 
recordings will be made public 


"We will do it as ex- 


pedltiously as possible," Nixon 
said. 


The deposition was taken at a 


Coast Guard station that ad- 
joins Nixon's home in San Cle- 
mente, Calif., on July 25. The 
former 
President 
answered 


questions for more than six 
hours. 


Nixon said the confidentiality 


:a president needs would be de- 
stroyed if a new law giving the 
government possession of his 
papers and tapes is allowed to 
stand. 


"While the word secrecy... to 


us in a free society is abhor- 
rent, in terms of decision-mak- 
ing it is indispensable," Nixon 
said in the deposition. 


"People outside of govern- 


ment were willing to write in 
what they might consider un- 
-popular views — even views 
which in the light of history 
might prove to be stupid," Nix- 
on said. "But they would do so 


usually only if they felt they 
were not going to be held ac- 
countable therefore in the pub- 
lic forum." 


The deposition was taken as 


an adjunct to a Nixon suit con- 
tending that the law taking pos- 
. session of his papers is uncon- 
stitutional. 


Excerpts from the deposition 


appeared in a brief filed Tues- 
day by Nixon's lawyers in 
which they claim that Congress 
passed the law "to inflict a 
very real punishment upon a 
specific individual whom many 
in Congress believed was guilty 
of criminal acts." 


The brief charged that "Con- 


gress sat in judgment of Rich- 


ard Nixon and found him guilty 
and then punished him." It 
called the law "an act of legis- 
lative retribution." 


A three-judge panel will hear 


oral arguments on the issue in 
late September. The panel's de- 
cision is sure to bring the mat- 
ter to the Supreme Court. 


Questioning during the depos- 


ition was limited to Nixon's 
views on who should have pos- 
session of his presidential ma- 
terials. The former President 
had submitted a lengthy affida- 
vit also explaining his views. 
Under a court order Nixon was 
told he would have to submit to 
:face-to-face questioning only on 
the issues included in the affi- 


davit. 


"With regard to the situation 


on any further release of mate- 
rial in what is called Water- 
gate," Nixon said, "I want to 
leave no implication of any in- 
tention of what counsel (attor- 
rney William Dobrovir) has re- 
ferred to as cover-up or non- 
disclosure ... 


"I shall determine, but not 


the Congress, I shall determine 
what can appropriately be 
made public ... I shall follow 
the same guidelines that all for- 
mer Presidents ... President 
Hoover, President Kennedy, 
President Johnson and Presi- 
dent Eisenhower followed, ex- 
cept that I will be as forthcom- 


ing as possible, particularly 
with the tape matter." 


Dobrovir represents colum- 


nist Jack Anderson, who is 
among a number of individuals 
and organizations asking a 
three-judge panel to uphold the 
new law. The deposition was 
filed with the judges when 
court opened for business to- 
day. 


Dobrovir asked Nixon if in 


April 1973, when counsel John 
Dean was telling the Watergate 
story to prosecutors, Nixon told 
him "nothing is privileged that 
involves wrongdoing." Dobrovir 
was quoting from the tape tran- 
scripts released by the Nixon 
White House last year. 


Nixon: "What is the defini- 


tion of 'wrongdoing.'" 


Dobrovir: "I am quoting your 


words, Mr. Nixon." 


Nixon: "I am asking you, 


what 
do 
you 
say 
is 


wrongdoing? I don't know." 


Nixon's lawyers, in going 


over the deposition to correct 
errors, changed the Nixon re- 
sponse to read "what is your 
definition." That change and 
others caused a two-day delay 
in filing the document as law- 
yers argued over small differ- 
-ences in wording. 


Nixon noted that in the 43 


tape conversations he released 
in April last year — 3% months 
before he resigned — many 


phrases were deemed ''uriin- 
telligible" by transcribers. 


The former President said 


that a good example was that 
he was quoted in a February 
1973 
conversation as saying 


U.S. District Judge John J. Si- 
rica was "a go]' darn Wop" — 
an ethnic slur. 


"That was not only printed in 


the New York Times, it was on 
television and radio," Nixon 
said. "It was never adequately 
retracted. 


"I knew that I had never 


used that term, I knew I didn't 
have that opinion,'" he said. 


Nixon said he was responding 


to a characterization by John 
Dean that Sirica was a tough 
judge and that what he heard 
when he listened to the tape 
was himself saying: "That is 
the kind I want."
